MOUKDEN ABANDONED.

Chinese Army Said to De Retreating te 
Pekin. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 6.—Reports from the scene 
of the war in Mauchuria say that the Chinese 
have abandoned Moukden, the ancient Man- 
cha capital, aud are hastening toward Pekin. 
The Japanese army, which crossed the Yalu 
River from Corea some Gays ago, are rapidly 
pressing after the retreating enemy. 

Another force of Japanese is expected to 
land on the coast of the Gulf of Liao-Tong. 
The masters of several Chinese juoks whieh 
arrived at Chefoo yesterday report having 
sighted a large feet of Japanese trans- 
ports escorted by warships on Tuesday 
night. The Japanese fleet was then en- 
tering the Gulf of Pe Chi Li, and, after 
steaming westward for some distance, 
the course of the warships and the transports 
was altered toabout northeast. In all, the 
Japanese fleet, warsbips and transports 
included, numbered seventy ships. Their 
presence in the Gulf of Pe Chi Li has caused 
the greatest excitement at Shanghai and 
elsewhere. 

It is believed that the Japanese fleet is the 
expeditionary force consisting of 30,000 men 
which left Hiroshima, the Japanese head- 
quarters, on Sept. 2, under sealed orders and 
under command of Field arshal Count 
Oyama, who was Japanese Minister of War. 
It is this force which is expected to land on 
the coast of the Gulf of Liao-Tong, an arm 
of Pe-Chi- Li. 

The Chinese have been hurriedly adding to 
the fortifications of New Chwang in anticipa- 
tien ofa Japanese attack upon that port ora 
landing in its neighborhood. 

FRANCE AND RUSSIA.

Daniel Lockwood Has Agreed to Re- 
main on the Ticket. 


CHARLES 7. BROWN CHOSEN TO SUCCERD 
JUSTICE GAYNOR. 


Thus the New York State. Democratic 
Ticket Has Been Finally Completed 
and the Campaign Premises te Be 2 
Very Aggressive One—Hill's Address 
of Accepiance. 


New Yorx, Oct. 6.—David Bennett Hill 
has formally accepted, forthe third time in 
his career, the Democratic nomination for 
Governor of New York. Daniel Lockwood 
expressed his desire to remain onthe ticyet 
with the Senator, and Supreme Court Justi 
charles F. Brown of Newburg wht 
chosen by the state Committee to ut 
vacancy caused by Justice Gaynor’s declina- 
tion to run as the candidate for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals. Thus the Democratic 
State ticket has been made complete, and 
thus one of the most aggressive campaigns 
in the history of New York will be begun for 
its election. 

It had been supposed thatthe Notification 
Committee would not walt upon the Demo- 
cratic standard bearers for several days, but 
Senator Hill, chafing under the delay in de- 
ginning the canvass, informed his legten- 
ants yesterday afternoon that if they in- 
tended to rout the enemy they must give 


battle at once, 

Chairman Hinkley adjourneda meeting of 
the State Committee about 5:80 p. m. in the 
general beadquarters work-room and an- 
nounced that the notification ceremonies 
were about to take place. Lieut.-Gov. Shee- 
han, United States Senator Charles J. Faulk- 
ner, President James G. Martin of the 
Police Board; ex-Speaker Sulzer, Congress, 
man W. Bourke Cockran, ex-Mayor Hugh 
J. Grant, Norman E. Mack of Buffalo; Mayor 
Francis J. Malloy of Troy, and several ee 
State and local leaders formed a semicircle 
about the entrance. Members of the State 
Committee and other leaders formed a fringe 
beyond, aad there was a craning of neck 
for the coming of nominees, 

Chairman Hinkley came in, walking arm in 
arm with Senator Hill. Congressman Lock- 
wood was directly behind them. The ap- 
pearance of Senator Hill and his running 
mate was a signal for vociferous cheers and 
clapping of hands, to which both bowed their 
acknowledgments. Senator Hill was dressed 
in a Prince Albert suitof Diack witha turn- 
aden collar and a black four-in-hand tie. 
He looked ever better than usnal. Vr. Cock - 
ran, addressing himself to Senator Hill, be- 
gan in husky tones: 

**Senator Hill—The Notification Committee 
appointed by the Democratic State Oonven- 
tion have instructed me on their behaif to 
tender to you nowthe unanimous pomina- 
tion for Governor made Dy that convention 
in Saratoga Sept. 26.

Letters from the Actor on Lincoln’s As- 
sassinatien and His Brother’s Insanity. 


The Century publishes some Jetters this 
month from Edwin Booth relating to his 
brother Wilkes andthe great tragedy of Lin- 
coln’s death, They are a foretaste of a vol 
ume promised for the near future. The fol- 
lowing gives a pretty clearidea of Edwin 
Booth’s sentiment: 


Winpsor HOTEL, July 28, 1881. 

DEAR Str—I can give you very little tnfor- 
mation regarding my brother John. I sel- 
dom saw him since his early boyhood in Bal- 
timore, He was a rattle-pated fellow, filled 
with quixotic notions. While at the farm in 
Maryland he would charge on horseback 
through the woods, ‘‘spouting’’ heroic 
speeches with a lance in his hand—a relic 
of the M@xican war—given to father by some 
soldier who hed served under ‘laylor. We 
regarded him as a good-hearted, harmless, 
though wiid-brained, boy, and used to 
laugh at his patriotic froth whenever seces- 
sion was discussed. That he was insane 
on that one point no one who knew him 
well can doubt. When 1 told him 
that 1 had voted for Lincoln’s 
re-election he expressed deep regret, 
and declared his belief that Lincoln would 
be made King of America; and this, I be- 
lieve, drove him beyond the limits of reason, 
lasked him once why he did not join the 
Confederate Army. ‘10 which he replied: ‘*] 
promised mother I would Keep out of the 
quarrel, if possitie, and I am sorry that 1 
said so. Knowing my sentiments he avoid- 
ed me, rarely visiting my house, except to 
see his mother, wuen political topics were 
not touched upon—at least in my presence, 
He wasa gentie, loving disposition, very 
boyish and fullof fun—his mother’s darlie g 
—and his deed and death crushed her spirit. 
He possessed rare dramatic talent, and 
would have made a brilliant mark in the 
theatrical world. This is positively all that 
Iknow about him, having left him.a mere 
school boy, when | went with my father to 
California in 1852. On my return in 1856 we 
were separated by professionali engagements 
which kept him mostly in the South, while 1 
was employed in the Eastern and Northern 
States.

ness let us remember that Piato, whose 
sanity will not be @uestioned at this’ late 
day, distinguished between two kinds of 
madness, the one which sprang from human 
inferiority, the other being a divine re- 
lease of the soul fromthe yokeof custom 
and con vention. Genius wiil not complain 
if it is identifed with this latter kind of 
madness. 


A writer in one of the current magazines 
remarks that the true makers of literature 
have never felt the obligation of making 
books because they could. They have never 
had this ideal. We are not martyrs nor 
aposties, my dear Barnet,’ says Thackeray, 
‘but poor tradesmen workiag for bread.’ 
That is the true feeling, [ think. One trade 
may be better than another, but let it bea 
trade. 

The man who takes up literature as a 
moral obligation and he who takes to Itasa 
trade are both far from realizing the highest 
ideal of the art as an art. One having the 
faculty of putting words together may * 
fred with tne belief that by using the gift he 
may lift his neighbors to his own moral 
and intellectual plane and infer a moral 
obligation to d0 80. But works of 
art, literary or other, do not spring from 
any such sentiment, and the best that can be 
got out ofsuch a motive is a collection of 
more or less good (or bad) sermons, which 
are not highly considered as literature. Ig 
these days this obligation weighs heavily 
upon women who haven't even the faculty of 
putting words together in pleasing order, 
and the awful consequence is seen in the so- 
called novels which are corrupting the taste 
of the youug and upsetting the unstable of 
both sexes with their crude morality ang 
tawdry sentimentality. A writer of tuts 
species has a talent, or thinks she has, which 
from her potnt of view amounts to the same 
thing, andthe parable of the servant and 
the napkin rings in her ears until she lende 
it out and draws interest on it in good hard 
dollars and dimes, until her victims and 
out that the talent Is a counterfeit, Women 
of this kind, and men too, go into literature 
under stress Of moral obligation and are 
wellsatisied with themselves, They prob- 
ably never realize that their work ig not 
literature at all but only rot.“

rios ordered Miles Rock, an American en- 
gineer at the head of her commission on the 
frontier, to draw a line cutting off slices of 
the states of Chiapas and Tabasco, and in- 
clude them in Guatemala territory. This he 
dia and as soon as the news reached here the 
Government senta pariy into the disputed 
‘territory totake possession. It is strongly 
suspected that Barrios and others, incinding 
Rock, and a mumber of American capitalists 
hoped to get hold of these valuable lands. 
But the determined stand of the Dias Gov- 
ernment in Mexico frightened them. It Is 
probable that Roek will share the fate of 
Salazar (Minister of Foreign Affairs), and 
the Goverament will lay the Diame on him, 
Salasar was ousted because he refused to 
countenasce this same steal. 

Barrios is a veritab e dictator. He dissolves 
the constitutional assembly whenever he 
pleases and arrests any member who op- 
him. He has favorites who oDtain any 
concessions they want, and money is 
lavished on horse races, etc., while even the 

vyernment teachers have not been pald for 
six months. He has mixed into the politics 
of all the Central American countries. He 
bas made men who are subservient to his 
will President of Salvador and Honduras. 
Though Sicaragua’s president is under his 
— he is unwilling to make a change 
there and is fomenting a rebellion, which 
will not be long delayed. 

The tong-taiked of revolt in thé north of 
Guatemala, in order to form anew republic 
is takine shape rapidly. Next spring will 
gee an upriging aniess Barrios is deposed, in 
which case it 1 likely that Guatemala and 
falvyador will form one country and try to 
capture Honduras and Nicaraxua, while 
Columbia will gobole up Costa Kica. Then it 
will be either annexation of allto Mexico or 
constant wars between the new country and 
Columbia. This is considered even now 
part of Barrios’ plan. since he has 
seen that a Central American Union 
with Guatemala at the head is impossible.

QUESTION OF RATES ON FLOUR FROM 
ST. PAUL T0 THE ATLANTIC. 


Cut From 25 Cents to 20 Cents Some 
Weeks Ago and Now Some Roads Are 
Shading That—Row Over Emigrant 
Traffic Probable — Possible Indie- 
ments fer Rate Cutting. 


Curcaco, III., Oct. 6.—The lines of the 
Western Freight Association are ina tangle 
over the question of rates on flour from St. 
Paultothe Atiantic seaboard. Some weeks 
ago the rate was cut from 25 cents to 20 cents, 
and now it is.declared that some of the 
lines are shading thisgrate to a large 
extent. The rates on grain have been 
in a state of chaos fortwo moaths and now 
that the flour rates, which all the roads 
agreed to uphold stiffly, have gone by the 
board, there is great danger of the demoral- 
ization becoming general unless radical 
measures aretakentostop lt. No specifie 
line of action has as yet been declded upon 


by the roads, but itis liel that a meeting 
of the association will be called inthe near 
future to see if the matter eannot be set tied 


for good. 
The meeting of the advisory committee of 
the Emigrant Clearing House on Monday ts 
likely to developa row between the Western 
Passenger Association and the Trunk Lines 
as well as between tue Association and the 
Canudlan Pacific road. ‘The Western roads 
claim that tue Trunk Lines as weil as the 
Canadian Pacific have been * the 
agreed rate on commissions on West- bound 
business.

Half a Century Ago An Execution Was 
a Public Pienio.

brated conspicuously on an open fleld before 
a large, and often rollicking and tumaltuous 
crow4 of spectators. 

Sued a body | remember to have seen gath- 
eredon such an amphitheater more than 
sixty years ago to witness the hanging ofa 
murderer. The man was a farm- band and 
wellknown. When under the influence of 
strong drink he was sullen, truculent and 
dangerous, but when sober he 
was sO proverbially quiet and in- 
offensive that he was the easy-going butt of 
his associates. While at work one day in 
harvest time mowing a meadow near town 
he drank freely and became tipsy, where- 
upon one of his comrades indulged in long- 
continued and rouch horse-playing at his 
expense till in the excess of passion, in- 
a med by rum, ue turned upon his tormentor 
and slew him on the spot. 

Of course he was immediately arrested and 
never shall I forget the wave of horror that 
swept over the little town when the news of 
the murder was bDrulted a the victim was 
carried to the home of his Parents ona Darn 
dogr. Duringthetrialof the homicide the 
court-house was crowded to overflowing 
with people, who flocked in from the country 
formiles around to listen to the gruesome 
details of the slayingand to gaze upon the 
murderer as he waseicorted to and fro by 
the constables between the jatl and the 
court-house. 

For several days immediately preceding 
the hanxing (teat was before the days of 
railroads, it should be recalled), multitudes 
from the country tor twenty and more miles 
around oeked into town to see the execu- 
tion and some of them ‘‘to turn the honest 
penny. 

On the fatal Friday the ‘‘big fleld’’ sur- 
rounding the gallows was fringed with 
booths and tents for the sale of cakes, pies, 
small beer and other refreshments, inter- 
spersed at frequent intervals witn farmers’ 
wagons laden with watermelons, musk- 
melons, apples, peacnes and other fruit, 
the enterprising venders of which drove 
a brisk trade under the very 
shadow of the fatal tree. It was esti- 
mated that on that tragic summer day over 
25,000 people, a large proportion of whom 
were woinen and children, were clustered 
around the gallows to witness the dying 
throes of the wretched man. And, thought- 
less boy though I was, I was shocked by the 
horrible indifference tothe dread event for 
that peor soul which was manifested, and by 
the still more horrible jesting, profanity and 
drunken combats that were indujged in. It 
was a saturpalia of brutishness and indiffer- 
ence never to be forgotten.

Was, Oct. 6.—The news that the Ger- 
mas Ambassador at Washington has en-

attention here. The associated Press cor- 
respondent called upon Councilor Hammen 
ofthe Foreign Oe, who has the full con- 
Sdence of Chancellor Von Caprivi. The 
Councilor explained the German view of the 
matter, sayitg: Germany pays out- 
right export premiums to sugar beet pro- 
Gucers. France, Austria and Russia pay 
higher premiams,:but they do not pay them 
outright. The German producers never- 
theless have outstripped all competitors in 
the American trade. The Wilson Dill clause, 
however, discriminates against Germany 
to her serious injury, as the marvin 
is 80 close that a tenth of a cent 
a pound Makes a great difference. 
This discrimination is<certainly not in accord 
with the existing trade between Germany 
and America, since we are entitled to the 
most favored nations’ ‘treatment.’ Besides, 
while the McKinley law was in force, our 
representative at Washington and the res! 
Gent Minister made an agreement that the 
treatment ot sugar imports from Germany 
hond not be changed. We, therefore, 
contend that the clause imposes an extru 
Durden upon Germany alone which in- 


fringes the 6Xisting agreement. Thisis the 
Serious one, as it Concerns not only the sugar 
inenajactorers of Germany, but aso the 
Gariéuitufists of large districts of Ger- 
— 7 especially those of Saxony, Hruns- 
* ana Inhalt, and to some extent those 
of East Prus«ia, Posen and Sista, wh 8

continues: the Government still has hopes to 
come to on amiea!ie entente and there is 
nothing menacing in dur inister’s protest.

2 German Method of Soycotting 
American Neat and Breadstufts. 


WASHINGTON, b. O., Oct. 6.—There was a 
little surprise in Official circles here at the 
intimation In thé Berlin cable that Germany 
might resort to retaliatory measures against 
the American meat and breadstuffs if her 
protest was not heeded against the new dls- 
criminatory tariff on sugar. It was fully 
appreciated while the tariff? debate was 
in progress that certain parts of 
the dil might bfing about embar- 


assmentse with Germany, Austria, France, 
Spain, Bragtl and severkl other countries. 
The German Ambassador and perhaps other 
foreign representatives conferred with Sec- 
retary Gresham on the subject of distrim- 
mating only againstsugsr export bounty 
countries while the tariff bill was pending in 
Congress, and it was generally 
enderstood that the matter wWotld be 
arranged in conference so 8s to 
meet objections raised by Germany and oth- 
ernations. But with the failure of the con- 
ference all these efforts came to a summary 
ad. Sinco then the German Ambassador 
has fled a protest against the discrimina- 
tion he alleges is made against German best 
sugar. The Austrian Minister has intimated 
that his country will foliow suit. Spain its 
secking through her Minister to secure a new 
treaty wy which Cuban sugar will gain 
special advantages. Under these circum- 
stances it is belleved that the President, 
when he comes to review our foreign: rela- 
tions in his annual message to Congress may 
call the attention of Congress to the pro- 
tests of Germany and other countries and 
the desirability of modifying the tari@® law 
to Some extent. 

An offictal of the Agricultural Department 
said to-day that German retaliation prob- 
ably would be disastrous on the export 
trade from the United states to Germany. 
He pointed out that under the existing 
treaty American products, live stock and 
the Ameriéan hog’’ had been given a mar- 
ketin Germany after ten years of effort in 
that direction. Last year the export of meat 
products alone reached approximately 16.000, 
000 pounds, an increase of 500 per cent from 
the year previous. Asimilar advance had 
been made in the export of lard and bread- 
stuffs. The last year American flour sold in 
Berlin for the first time in competition with 
Hungarian fiour. Cornmeal, wheat and 
sOme rye has also teen exported under the 
treaty arrangements. For this reason 
officials of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment hope that legislation may 
be had that will insure a matint- 
enance of our present commercial relations 
with Germany. Meanwhile, nothing can be 
done to change the status of sugars from 
bounty export countries until Congress 
meets, The German Ambassador to the

The Story of Attorney Delaney’s Mur- 
der at Buffalo. 


BuFFALo, N. T., Oct. 6.—The trial of George 
A. Bartholomy for the murder ot ex - city 


ances to win in all the 0 


Clerk Wm. Delaney on June 14, which was 
begun on Monday, has been the sensation of 
the week. The crime was one of the most 
startiing in the city’s criminal history. De- 
laney was arising lawyer and a politician of 
prominence in the Democratic party. He 
became intimate with the wife of 
the prisoner, and on the after- 
noon of the murder she went to 
his rooms, There Bartholomy and a 
companion found them. Bartholomy de- 
clared that he demanded that Delaney sign 
an admission of hiscriminal intimacy with 
his wife, but instead of doing so, De laney 
tried to attack him, andinthe struggle the 
shot was red. Assistant District Attorney 
Kenefick, in his address to the jury promised 
to prove that the prisoner urged and en- 
couraged the intimacy for the purpose of 
gain. Mrs. Bartnolomy, he said, was to in- 
Guce Delaney to take her tohis room on June 
14; there her husband and Mrs. Thorner 
were to surprise them, and Delaney was to 
be made to pay over a handsome sum as 
the price of silence. The plan, the 


District Attorney said, was carried out, and 
Delaney found himself in a trap. Barth- 
Olom demanded Delaney s watch and 
money, and thelatter gave themup. He 
then demanded other valuables, among 
them a atawond pin which had belonged to 
Delaney’s dead wife. He objected to giving 
It up and Bartholomy insisted, Then Del- 
aney became angry and said: lou will 
never get it, and sprang for the door to es- 
cape. Bartholomy, who had a revolver 
levelied at Delaney, pulled the trigger and 
the ball took effect im Delaney’s body. Then 
the murderer and his companion fied. 

The District Attorney then called Mrs. 
Bartholomy. She is a beautiful young 
woman il? years of age, and when she took 
the -tand she appeared to be overcome with 
fright When shecame to describe the ter- 
rible finale of the tragedy, she corroborated 
all the District Attorney had said. She told 
of going with Delaney to his room and swore 
she signaled to the others to follow. She 
told of the rap on the door and the com- 
mana, Open the door!“ im ber husvand's 
voice, and then the entrance of her husband 
and Mrs. Thorner, She continued: 

Delaney frst sald: Wil there be any 
trouvie?" Then he opened the door and my 
husband and Mrs. Thornerentered, My hus- 
band pulled a revolver and pointed it at De- 
laney and told him to sit down. Delaney 
gave him $i0 and his watch. My husband 
asked if ne had anything else and he said 
only $50 in the bank. When Delaney was 
writing the check my husband asked him for 
his diamond pin. Then Delaney Jumped up 
and sald: I am going to get out of this.’ 
Ihbeardtbeshot and saw my husband run 
out, grabbing his coat and vest. Delaney 
staygered to me and said: ‘Il am dead,’ | 
said ‘No.’ Ithoughbt they were blank cart 
ridges. Delaney fell and struck his head on 
achair. Then a mau entered the room and I 
went out with urs. Thorner,’’ 

Attorney Ashley, for he defense, began 
the cross examination. Witness said she 
knew Delaney since she was 12 years old. 
Ihey used to be neighbors. She cailed on 
him first at his office t solicit his assistance 
in procuring employment for her husband.

lation with Delaney on May 16 and of her 
telling her busband about it.

WON A PLACE IN HISTORY AS PENN- 
SYLVANIA’S WAR GOVERNOR. 


— 


His Degth Expected at Any Mement by 
Family and Physiciaus— Secame Con- 
sPicuous in the Early Sixties His 
Recollections of Lincoln. 


BELLEFONTE, Pa., Oct. 6.—Ex-Governor 
Curtin now les ina comatose state. His 
famfly are at his bedside. The vitality of 
Gov. Curtin is wonderful, so that he might 
linger for several days, thoughit is believed 
the end is near. Mrs. Curtin is prostrated, 


In the list of those whose names will go 
Gownin history as War Governors of the 
Northern States, Andrew Gregg Curtin wil! 
be conspicuous, Asthe Chief Executive of 
Pennsylvania his share in devising means 
and furnishing men to battle for the preser- 
vation of the Union was a large one. 

Sprang from the sturdy Scotch-Irish stock 
which has played so large a part in Amert- 
dan history, Gov. Curtin, intended bs a 
well-to-do father for the bar, entered poll 
tics at an early age, becams one of the 
founders of the Kepulblican party, and 
in February, 1860, was made its first 
candidate ior Governor of Penansylvania. 
In this critical period of the nation’s history 
Gov, Curtin was a prominent figure among 
the prominent men of his party. Lincoln 
and Seward were then the leading aspirants 
for the Republican nomination, and the suc- 
cess of the former was due as much to Gov. 
Curtin as to any other man. The part he bore 
in those political affairs which went so fer 
in shaping the destiny of he country ts best 
presented in his own words, used but a short 
time ago in an interview: ‘*Though nota 
dele gate, said Gov. Curtin, ‘*I went te the 
Chicago Convention in 1860 determined to do 
allin my power to prevent the nomination of 
senator Seward. Ihadno personal bias in 
the matter, for at that time I had not be- 
come personally acquainted with ther 
Seward or Lincoln. I knew, however, in 
my own State that at least a 
large part of those who would support 
Bell and Everett if Seward were nominated 
would under other circumstances come 
tous. My sole opposition to Senator Seward 
was based upon his want of strength in 
Pennsylvania, as the natural result of defeat 
inthat State in October would bave been a 
national defeat in November. 

*‘Among the first gentlemen I met after my 


‘arrival in Chieago was Henry Ss. Lane, tiie 


Republican candidate for Governor of In- 
diana, and Jonn D. Defrees of the same 
State. Itold them what were my fears as to 
the consequences that would follow thie nom- 
ination of Senator Seward, and they re- 
pitied that the choice of the New Lor Sena- 
tor as a candidate would prove equally 
disastrous to Republican chances in Indiana, 
and the delegailog from that state would 
vote solidly for Lincoln as long as there was 
hope for his nomination. Together we 
visited the delegates as they arrived, and 
advised them as to what, in our opinion, was 
the wisest course to follow. However, we 
found the majority of them Inclined to sup- 
port Seward, and when the convention met 
on “ edreccas It was pialp to be seen that he 
was the favorite, 

‘An aujvurnment was taken over night. 
On Thursday the sligation was changed but 
little, and had the convention proceeded to 
ballot on tuat day Senator Seward would 
surely bave been nominated. Fortunately 
for those of us who opposed his nomination 
the business men of Chicago had tendered 
the convention a boat ride on the lake. The 
temptation to enjoy the excursion proved 
stronger than the desire to ballot, and this, 
coupled with some delay in the delivery of 
the ballots, the cause of which I have now 
forgotten, postponed the voting until Fri- 
day. Thursday night Lane and lI again saw 
all the State delegations and told the dele- 
gates that with Liacém asthe candidate we 
could carry Penssyivania and Indiana in 
October by handsome majorities, but that if 
‘eward was nominated our defeat was cer- 
tain. 

**As One of the results of our labors it was 
agreed among the Pennsylvania delegates 
that after giving a complimentury vote for 


Andrew Gregg Curtin. 


Gen. Simon Cameron on the first ballot their 
entire strength on subsequent ballots shouid 
go to Lincoln. 

‘*"he first ballot showed 178% votes for 
Seward and 102 for Lincoln. On the 
second ballot the Pennsyivania delegation 
changed from Cameror to Lincoln, causing 
an immediate and fatal break in the lines of 
the Seward men: Before the ballot closed 
the Vermont and New Jersey delegaies, 
among whom we bad done effective work the 
night before, deserted Seward for Lincoln, 
and the announcement of the vote showed 
1844 votes for Seward and 181 for Lincoln. 
Changes to Lincoln followed each other in 
rapid succession during the progress of the 
third ballot, and befere it was ended Lin- 
coin had 231% votes, 233 being required to 
nominate. Then four of the Ohio delegates 
changed to Lincoin, assuring his nomina- 
tien, and before the ballot closed 354 out of 
446 delegates had deciared in his favor. 
William M. Evarts, Henry J. Raymond and 
Thurlow Weed, the Seward leaders, who had 
been confideat of his nemination until the 
last, were amazed and duamfounded at the 
result; but Evarts promptiy moved that 
Lincoln’s nomination should be made anan- 
imous, and with the enthusiasm that usually 
attends an event of the kind the motion was

Early the next morning we re- 
ceived word thatthe trip had been made in 
safety, and that President Lincoln was ip 
Washington. 

Gov. Curtin early became one of President 
Lincoln's trusted advisers. Their meetings 
were frequent, and each soon came to appre- 
eiate the other’s worth at its full value. 
„President Lincoln, says the Gover- 
nor, wnen 1 first met him did not 
impress me as being a great man. His 
greatness was then ip a measure stin 
dormant, The war developed and brouzcht 
out the latent qualities.of leadership withia 
him that would aewer have become manifest 
save under such trying conditions. As a 
judge of men and as a auger of public 
opinion and sentiment he was almost infal- 
lible. His gifts im this respeet were truly 
marvelous and have never to my knowledge 
been equaled, Every time that I met him 
and for four years I was with him almost 
weekly, I was more and more impressed 
with the grandeur of his character, broaght 
into strong relief as it was by the lights and 
shadows of the war. “Sie 

Gov. Curtin is 79 years old, a native of 
Peansyivania, born. in Bellefonte, Center 
Oo,, April 22, 1815. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1889, labored for Gen. Harrisoa’s elec- 
tion in 1846, ad canvassed the tate for Clay 
four years later. He was .elected Governor 
of Pennsyivania da 1860 by 482,000 majority, 
and re-electe’ in 186%. He ined a foreign 
mission in 1865, but accept the appoint- 
ment of Minister to Russia in 1869.

the stern of the Aquideban, steamed wily 
along the port side, probabiy not more than 
twenty yards from her, In this remarkabie 
position, however, it was not until the 
Sampiao was nearly past the  Dattie- 
ship that the second torpedo was fired. It 
struck with terrific effect about twenty 
feet abaft of the stern of the Equideban, 
lifting the bow considerable out of the wa- 
ter.

SECRETARY CARLISLE INSTRUCTS COM- 
MI€SIONER MILLEB TO THAT EFFECT. 


Regulations Made Necéseary by the New 
Law Have Received Very, Serious At- 
tention and Have Been Found Imprac- 
ticable- Wool ftchedules Submitted 
to the Atterney-Genérel— Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 6.—Secretary 
Carlisle this afternoon instructed Commis- 
sioner Miller of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
totake no further steps for the present 
toward carrying into effect the free alcohol 
section ofthe new tariff bill. In a recent 
communicationto Secretary Carlisle Com- 
missioner „iller sald:

office, and many communications have been 
received from and personal interviews had 
with manufacturers who use alcohol in their 
factories, and it is found in every case with- 
out exception all agree that no regulation 
can be enforced without official supervision, 
and that without such supervision the inter- 
ests of manufacturers and of the Government 
alike will suffer through the perpetration of 
frauds. As it is found to de impossible to 
prepare these regulations in a way that will 
prove satisfactory without official supervis- 


ion, I have the honor to inquire whether 
there is any appropriation or any general 
provision of law authorizing the expenditure 
of money by this department needed to pro- 
cure such supervision.’’ 

In reply to this inquiry the Secretary said: 
„No appropriation whatever, either special 
or general, has been made by Congress for 
the purpose mentioned or for any other pur- 
pose connected with the execution of the 
statute referred to.“ 

Mr. Iller responded as follows: ‘‘I would 
suggest that, inasmuch as I hare been una- 
bie, after thorvugh consideration of 
the matter and consultation with a 
large number of the most prominent 
manufacturers, to prepare any set of regu- 
lations which would yield equal protection 
to the Government and to the honest manu- 
facturer without official supervision, which 
has not been provided for by Congress, the 
preparation of these regulations be delayed 
untill Congress bas had an opportunity to 
supply this omission.’’ 

To-day Mr. Carlisle wrote the Commis- 
sioner In part as follows: ‘‘I have also given 
much attention to the subject and have fully 
considered all the arguments and sugges- 
tions submitted by parties interested in the 
execution of the section of the statutes re- 
ferred to, and have arrived at the conclusion 
that, until further action is taken by Con- 
gress, it is not possible to estabiish and es- 
toree such regulations as are absolutely 
necessary for an effective and beneuclal exe- 
cution of the law. You are, therefore, in- 
structed to take no further action in the 
matter for the present. 

Ihe decision of the secretary on this matter 
has beeu awaited anxiously by manufactur- 
ing Chemists and other manufacturers in all 
parts of the country, towhom the question o 
tiie tax on alcohol was one of almost vital 
im portance, 

At a late uour thigafternoon Secretary Car- 
lisle decided to refer tothe Attorney General 
for his opinion on the question as to when 
the several wool scheduies of the new tariff 
act go into effect.

I believe 
that in addition to tree natural oppor 
tunities intelligent voluntary co-opera- 
tion must eventually establish productive 
and distributive organization, so that capital 
—the means of production —shall not be a 
practical opportunity for iniiividual free- 
dom. Mr. George and myself are in sub- 
stantial agreement, Dut all the rest are in 
direct conflict. 

No part of Mr. George’s theory is opera- 
tive among the semil-Civilized indians, but if 
there is anytung Upoa which all thoughtful 
men are agreed it is that the sale of their 
lands in fee simdleto private owners would 
be the ecrowring misSortune and destruction 
of these peopioe. Specuiation on the ene 
hand and improvidence on the other would 
promptly reduce the mass of the people into 
subjeetion to a few shrewd speculators 

Equal opporiunity is the Demuocratic 
principle. Ii is the monopoly of Oppor- 
tunity In the use of iand which Single lTaxers 
objectto. It was this that Jefferson had tn 
mind when hejuttered this sinyle-tax senti- 
ment: ‘the land belongs in usufruct to the 
people.’

CRQUALIFIED sUCCESS 


Scored by the Bethlehem Iron Plate Co. 6 
Its Proving Grounds, 

BETHLESEM, Pa., Oct. 6.— The Bethlehem 
Iron Co. 's iron plate scored another upquall- 
fled success at the proving grounds to-day in 
the presence of Government representatives, 
The test was probably the most successful 
yet made, and Commodore Sampson and his 
coMeagues, representing the Ordgance Bu- 
reau, for the Government, spoke terms of 


the highest praise. The plate tested, was one 
of a group of Harveyized side armor for the 
battle-ship Texas. 

Three hundred tons were accepted. The 
plate shot at was 18 fleet, 2x6 feet, 449 inches 
thick, tapering to 6 inches, An 38-inch 
gun was used with Holstein projectiles 
weighing 260 pounds. Inthe first discharge 
79½ pounds of powder were used and the pro- 
jectile attained aspeed of 1,678 feet a sec- 
ond. It was almed ata point 6 feet 6 inches 
from the side of tue plate and 34 
inches from the top. Itstruck the mark 
fairly and was shattered, the point remalin- 
ing imbedded in the plater. It is estimated 
that the penetration was about 6 inches. 
Not a crack of any kind was to be seen and 
the shot seemed to have no effect whatever 
on its target. Forthg second strot the gun 
was trained on a chak mar on the plate 3 
feet 4inches from tobe edge and 41% iaches 
from the top. There was a charge of 110% 
pounds of powder putin the gun this time 
und the 260-pound Holstein was fred at the 
mark with a velocity of 2,004 feet a second. 
Awain the projectile was shattered by the 
great resistance of the plate, part of this 
also remaining imbedded, the penetration 
being abouts ioches, Although the point of 
impact of the second shot was within 8 feet 
of the first, it produced no cracks and had 
no more effect than the first projectile, The 
test was very satisfactory.

I 
first defended him in 1878. About 12 0’clock 
one night he wasina saloon on Cherry 
street not far fromtheri\ver. He was drunk 
and got into the most trivial quarrel with a 
friend. Thefriend left. Parker lefta few 
minutes later. It was not long before the man 
came running in, crying thathe had been 
cut. The evidence went to show that Parker 
had followed him, and in the shadows of a 
buliding had steaithily crept up behind, 
drivenaknifein the man and then had run 
away. The man lived nearly a year and 
Parker’s influence prevented prosecution, | 
but after his death Parker was indicted 
for murder. His father was a man 
of considerable prominence and employed 
me in the defense and the long time inter- 
vening between the cutting and the death, 
coupled with the fact that the cutting’ was 
done with an ordinary poeket Knife, brought 


about an acquittal. 

In preparing the case for trial I became 
cognizant of the. characteristics and pecu- 
Uaritles of my client and decame 

with the idem that Parker’s m 
affected. My opinion Was thatthe man was 
afflicted with homicidal Mania and was in- 
clined to attack men without provocation, 
lfelt that Ali he needed was an. inciting 
cause and an opportunity and he might com- 
mit any crime. I mentioned my opinion to 
others, but as he had Deen so successful in 
politics and had acceptably filled numerous 
positions about the City Hall, no one agreca 
with me in my analysis. After the trial he 
married a very pretty girl, ones of the most 
devoted wives I ever knew. Parker wor- 
shipped her, though his political aMilations 
caused him to have dissipated habits. 

The matter haa almost passed out of my 
mind, when I picked up a newspaper one 
morniag in the summer of 1882 and read of 
another tragic crime that Parker had com- 
mitted. The night before he had been 
drinking with a stranger io a saloon at the 
corner of Markot and Sixth streets. The 
barkeeper heard some words exchanged, 
but could not distinguish whether friendly 
or otherwise. Parker ran out of the back 
door and tne man with whom he had been 
drinking groaned and fell to the floor. There 
was a fearfui gash in his side. He died ina 
few hours. As soon as iread the account of 
the tragedy lwas reminded of my former 
impressions. 

The following day Parker's wife and father 
came tome and beseeched me to defend the 
murderer. IL refused to do 80. In 
the first place, they were unable to 
pay a satisfactory fee and, it being a second 
offense, I realized that great difficulties 
stood inthe way. The wife would not ac- 
cept my refusal. Night after night she came 
tomy house and pleaded with me, telling 
me she would secure employment anda de- 
vote her earnings to paying for my services 
and soat last I became 80 impressed with 
her zeal and devotion that I yielded and ve 
gan preparing the defense. 

On investigation, I found that the Incl- 
dents attending the tragedy were almost 
identical with the one of a few years before 
with even stronger proofs of homicidal 
mania. However, the facts were hardly 
sufficient to warrant making such a defense, 
a defense that is always difficult to present, 
and I determined that the bestI could ex- 
pect to do was to try and save him from the 
gallows. This decision I kept to myself. 
Parker never once thought his case hopeiess. 
Like most men of his class he was

of\ a very sanguine temperament and 
tho ease with which I procured his acquittal 
in the other case led him to presume tuat he 
would again be set free. 

During my consultations with him I be- 
came more convinced than ever of his afiic- 
tion and leten warned the guards at the jal! 
to keep a close watch over him, I wasafrald 
he might do violence to other prisoners. His 
wife continued her devotion, Visiting the 
jan on visiting days, through rain and shine, 
frequently coming to my house to see what 
encouragement I could give her and render- 
ing me every possible assistance in gather- 
ing testimony. In fact, the interest I took 
in the case was aroused by her trust in him 
and her belle: that if released from prison 
her influence could control him.

Forced to Accept the Throne in a Group of South Sea 
Isles. 


Special Correspendenee SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 
Sam Francisoo, Cal., Oct, 2,—The pen of 
that prince of modern romancers, Robert 
Louis Stevenson, never wrote a more 
strangely interesting tale than the one 
brought from the South Sea Islands by Capt. 
Luttrell, of the trading bark Helen W. 
Almy, which arrived here the other day. 


ofa race of savage white men, daughter ofa 
white father, who was the son ofan Am- 
erican named Young, who early inthe cen- 
tury was cast ashore on the island of Muna. 

This beautiful young woman, through her 
grandfather’s marriage with a native, has by 
a remarkable and probably unprecedented 
chain of circumstances been placed on the 
barbaric throne against her will, forced to 
fulfill the functions of u sovereign, and, ac- 
cording to native custom with Queens, kept 
almost constantly in confinement in the 
palace. 

This beautiful white South Sea Queen .is 
furthermore in love—in love witb a hand, 
some young Samoan chief whom she met 
while perfecting her English education at 
Apia, and whom she bopes to rejoin when 
she can sueceed in making her escape. 

The Helen W. Almy left San Francisco 
about a year ago with a cargo of lumber con- 
signed to a man named Young, who lived on 
the Muna group of islands. Capt. Luttrell 
was astonished to get sucha charter, for he 
had been trading in the South Seas for many 
years but had never been at the Muna group 
and knew nothing of the people who la- 
habited them. 

A DBAD CALM. 

The order for the lumber had been about a 
year in reaching him. It was countersigned 
by a reliable person at Apia, who would 
guarantee all risks, and the bark was loaded 
according to instructions and away she 
sniled. The islands are situated about 300 
miles east of the Samoan group and are out 
+ of the track of the-régular traders. White 
men seldom visit them, and their only com- 
munication with the outside world 18 
through a few Samoan traders who call 
there about once a year ina small schooner 
and exchange savage finery forcopra. The 
position of the islands is marked merely by a 
few small dots on the chart. 

Capt.Luttrell was accompanied by his wife, 
and in telling of thelr voyage they say that 
their strange experiences with the natives 
ofthe Muna group commenced as soon as 
the tops of the cocoanut palms that fringe 
the reefs roseabove the horizon. When a 
few miles from shore the gentle breeze that 
carried the vessel along suddenly died down 
and the surface of the ocean was undisturbed 
even by a ripple, yet long, deep swells 
rolled the vessel about witha most nauseat- 
ing motion, ' 

No headway towards the islands seemed to 
pe made, yet the bark was rapidly approach- 
ing the shore. The treacherous currents 
which made navigation so dangerous among 
the coral reefs was carrying the vessel along 
almost directly towards the middle of the 
island. Soon a number of natives in canoes 
put oat from the beach to meet the incom- 
ing bark. Their actions were directed by a 
chief who stood up in a largecanoe. He 
motioned energetically by means of savage 
signs that the bark should follow his canoe, 
The Captain decided todo this, and the ship 
and the canoes floated inthe current closer 
and closer tothe reef, Oapt. Luttrell de- 
came anxious. The dangerous rocks were 
getting nearer and nearer, and once on them 
the vessel was doomed. He ordered the 
ship’s anchor cleared and the men to be pre- 
pared to drop it instantly atthe command. 

But the dlack chief in the canoe noticed 
the preparations and made signs even more 
energetic than ever. 

STILL FOLLOWED THE CANOE, 

A point of the reef ran out from the shore 
and the bark was almost upon it. A biscuit 
could be thrown from the ship’s deck into 
the dull surf that was rolling in over the 
pointed fringe that the coral insects had 
built around its end, and the strong current 
was driving the vessel directly toward it, 

Several of the crew grasped the anchor, 
and it was trembliag at the cathead when 
the chief uttered @ most ferocious yell and 
acted In the most [frantic manner. He and 
his followers seemed to be greatly excited 
lest the anchor should go down in that spot, 
and pointed up along the reéf where by sigas 
he indicated the vessel should anchor, 

During the exCiftement.of the chief the 
crew had almost forgotten the danger to the 
vessel, and when they again looked over the 
rail the vessel was skirting along the edge of 
the jagged rocks in the direction pointed out 
by the dusky pilots. The curreut at the place 
that seemed the most dangerous had swuny 
the vessel about, and she Cleared the coral 
points and was gliding swiftiy along on the 
strange mysterious tide towardsa sheltered 
cove inside a litti@ regt that jutted out from 
the main circle of rocks, 

There, the little vessel was securely 
moored, and almost belore the anchor had 
touched the bottom the deck Was swarmjng 
with natives. ihe chief who’ had acted as 
pliot made a low bow to Capt. Luttrell, and 
as he did so all the other natives salaa med 
too, uttering in almost perfect unison a few 


words that were alterwara interpreted to 
mean welcome, white man 3°? 
THE QUEEN'S PALACE. 

The chief made signs in a delighted way 
that Capt. and Mrs. Luttrell should go ashore 
and pay their respects to the ruler of the 181 - 
and, and soon they were on their way 
toward the land un escort of a flotinla 
of canoes manned by the grinning biacks. At 
the beach they were, met by looking 
native to whom. all the otiers bowed tu 
great respect and to whom they all

| stopped except the great chief, who Kept on 

with dignified tread until within about 
100 feet of the palace, when he stopped and 
called to those within. In this palace, so- 
called, was the white Queen. The palace 
was a more elaborate and more civilized 
dwoelling than the other native buildings. 
‘The four walis were entirely closed and over 
the entrance hunga heavy plece of matting 
which served the purposes of adoor, it was 
raised a few feet from the ground anda wide 
veranda surrounded it. Small windows 
opened on all sides of the building almost up 
under the eaves of the palm-thatched roof, 
and over them hung pieces of mest 80 
arranged that while no one inside could look 
out, light ana air were freely admitted, 


FIRST. SIGHT OF THE QUEEN. 
In a few moments there was a reply from 
within the palace, but as yet no one had 


been seen about the building. The chief 
called oyt who;the guests were, and pres- 
ently two young native girls emerged from 
the doorway, backlog out, and with their 
— bent at almost right angles with their 
egs. 

As they came forth the chief fell almost 
prostrate, and his many followers, who re- 
mained at the edge of the grove, 
buried their faces in their hands, and 
with their foreheads touching the earth 
struck up a weird chant that rose and fell in 
delighbtful-cadence and gave a strange im- 
pressiveness tothe solemn ceremony of an- 
nouncing to the Sovereign the arrival of the 
distinguished foreigners. 

ihe girls greeted the visitors by a low bow 
and held aside the matting as they by mo- 
tions signified that the newcomers should 
enter. Capt. Luttrell and his wife seated 
themselves in the cosy parlor, which they 
were surprised to see Was {furnished with the 
luxury of civilization. A carpet of native 
grasses covered the floor of split bamboo, 
and couches and easy chairs were arranged 
about the room. 

On a low vttoman sat the Queen, a beautl- 
ful white girl of about 22 years. She was 
well formed and her demeanor was that of 
a@ person of refinement. In any other 
place no one would believe she was of savage 
origia or the queer of asavage race. Her 
face, pretty and attractive and with regular 
features, had an expression of sadness, 
mrs. Luttrell thought—of unhappiness. She 
uttered no word, but seemeu to be strug- 
ging againstan inclination tospeak. she 
worea dress which was a moditiication of 
the fashion of civilization, managed 80 as to 

the greatest. comfort inthe tropical 
climate, ‘he Americans regarded this mys- 
terious South Sea beauty in open eyed 
amazement, and she, on her part, watchec 
them with equal curiosity, 


UNLOADING THE LUMBER, 
The two young girls, who seemed to be the 
Queen’s handmaidens, were constantly by 


her side. Their backs had been so bent by 
their repeated prostrations. before her 
Majesty that it was almost impossible to 
stand erect. She spoke a few words to them, 
evidently in inquiry, laughed now and then, 
but did not break the silence of this strange 
meeting. The visitors were dumbfounded, 
and were not sorry when, at the end of an 
hour, the audience was at an end, and the 
Queen arose and, with a bew, withdrew. 

Who could this wonderful white woman 
be? the Captainand his wife asked them- 
selves. What pecullar force of circumstance 
haa placedawhite woman onthe throne? 
What meant all this ceremony aad what sig- 
nified the apparent isolation of the young 
woman and her refusalto speak even in the 
savage vernacular? 

Returning to the landing, Capt. Luttrell 
was astonished to find that nearly all of the 
cargo was piled up on the beach. He locked 
on in wonder while the nenof his crew,who 
manned Bis boat, watched his astonishment 
in merriment. 

The chief, who had piloted the vessel to 
her anchorage, it seemed, had ordered his 
followers to remove the hatches soon after 
the Captain and his wife left to pay their 
respects tothe Queen, and the natives com- 
menced pitching the lumber overboard, Oth- 
ersinthe water would take the boards and 
swim into shore with them, while others 
would take them from the surf and carry 
them upthe beach. In this way the greater 
part of the cargo was sealely piled under the 
shade of the palms on the shore, 

Early the next morning the chief, who had 
the day before conducted the visitors to the 
royal palace, and who acted somewhat ia the 
capacityof prime minister aud secretary to 
the Queen, came avoard the vessel and by 
signs intimated that the Queen was ready for 
another audience. 


A SECOND VISIT. 
This time Mrs. Luttrell took alonga silver 
card case and a few other trinkets dear to 


pe 4084 ofa woman as presents. There 
wer the same formalities as before on enter- 
ing the palace, but the Queen seemed to be 
more sociable than before. Mrs. Luttrell’s 
presents quickiy won the Queen's heart, and, 
alter looking at them a minute, her eyes 
filled with tears, and in good English she ex- 
pressed her thanks. 

Her visitors’ surprise at this evidence of 
her intelilgence caused the Queen to laugh 
a loud. and she was manifestly nugely pleased 
atthe sensation she had created. Her re- 
serve being once broken, she talked freely 
and frankly of herself, and during the day 
took Mrs. Luttrell into her contidence and 
told the story of her life. 

She said that aboat seventy-five years ago 
an English sallor boy named Loun was cast 
up on the beach after a reat storm on the 
Istand of Tau, and almost In front of the pal- 
ace then occupied dy the King. His skin be- 
ing white, and, as they had never seen a 
white face before, he was looked upon asa 
god by the natives that the ruler ofthe 
storms had sent them. They thought he was 
a supernatural being, and they took good 
care of him, for they teared that he bad it in 
his power to destroy them all. ts 

He soon learned the ianguage of the na- 
tives, and, having abandoneu all hope of 
rescué from these out-of-the-way islands, he 
became contented with his lot. 

Ne told the natives who and what he was, 
and, much to thelr surprise, that he was 
mortal like them. He announced his resolve 
to live with them, and in course of time he 
tcok one ot the native women for his wife. A 
son was the result of the marriage, ana that 
son married the sister of the ruling Monarch,

named Margaiet,’’ she said. .‘‘My grand-

VISITING HER DOMAIx. 


The three islands of the group are about 
six miles apart, and shortly after Margaret 
was forced to Become the Queen of Muna she 
desired to visit tor subjects on the other 
islands. The box was placed in a large canoe 
aud 1 only were allowed to paddle the 
craft by which she was to make the journey. 
All the natives of the rst island, about 1,000 
in number. accompanied her to the second 
island, and when she left the second for the 
third all the natives of the island visited 
joined 8 neue Of the — — — she landed 

rd island she about 1, 
in her retinue. —e 

At each of the islands a house was placed 
at her disposal, which constituted the pal- 
ace, andthen the guard was as strict over 
her movements as When at home. When she 
returned all the natives of the second and 
third islands accompanied her in their ca- 
noes and all her subjects collected about the 
permanent palace and feasted tor about two 
weeks in Celebration of the Queen’s visit to 
her other domains. 

A council of chiefs constitute her advisers 
In all matters concerning the laws of the nua- 
tion, and they have few laws. When the 
council !s im session the chief who conducted 
the visitors to the palace acts as leader and 
he app caches the palace once a day. 

He communicates with the Queen by call- 
ing from the nearest point he is allowed to 
approach her majesty’s home, and tells her 
of the council’s doings. 

Ifsheis pleased all is well, butifnot the 
chief returns tothe council and the changes 
are made according tothe dictates of the 
Queen. The needs of the people are few, 
however, and it is seldom that the monot- 
ony ot the Queen's life is broken. 


HER GRANDFATHER'S DEATH. 

Towards evening the father of the Queen 
whoisa white man. returned from one o 
the other islands and told of many of the 
queer ways of the people of Muna. He said 
he did all ina his wer to keep 
his daughter from the throne, but 
the Datives insisted upon it, and, in 
fact, had dragged her to the palace. She 
had then been the ruler for about two yoars, 
and her almost solitary confinement was tell- 
ing on her. Grief at her position had killed 
her grandfather, who with bis last breath 
called for his Margaret, but the chiefs are so 
wedded tothe ancient custom of their race 
a they would not let her leave the palace. 

ver since she was foreed upon the throne 

shé has been looking fora chance to escape 
to Apla. Her father, with the assistance of 
the young chief from Samoa, was preparing 
a plan by which she could be spirited away, 
and the lumber taken down by the bark was 
to be used in building a vessel that would ald 
them in their attempt. 
The native method of making presents to 
the Queen was also peculiar, When a native 
caught a particulariy fne fish or got any- 
thing Bicer than usual, he would place the 
articie on the end of along pole and cautious- 
ly approach the palace, as though afraid of 
being observed. Thearticle was placed on 
the doorstep from tue end ofthe pole, and 
the native would hurry away as fast as his 
legs would carry him, leaving the pole 
behind aad not daring to look back. 
During the four days that the vessel lay at 
her anchorage the chief, who had acted as 
Pilot along with a dozen or so followers, 
every morning paddled out to a spot off from 
the end of the reef. There the chief would 
feelthe bottom with a long pole, while his 
followers would look on and apparently car- 
ry on some strange CeremoDy every time the 
pole would touch a rock.

House, Where He Was Brutally 
Treated, Kicked by a Male and De- 
mied Medical Attendance and Beaten 


by Heepers—Me Sued the City, 
Lest the Suis and Then Went te 
the Peer- Heuse at Edwardsville, III., 


Where Me Died. 


One Gay last week a well Gressed, middle 
Aged woman got off the train at Edwards- 
ville, Ill, and inquired the way tothe poor- 
house. She was Mrs. Amelia Kaatz and she 
had come from her home in Cleveland, O., 
to find a brother whom she had not seen in 
thirty years. A letter had come to her a few 
Gays before, telling her that her brother was 
at the poor house in Edwardsville,so broken 
in health that there was no dope of his re- 

covery. 72 hurried to his side as soon as 
she could get ready, but she was too late. 
When she got to the poor- house they took 
her into the Gead man’s field and showed her 
afresh made mound. Then they gave her a 
Iittie red book. It was ber brother’s diary. 
It was all that he had left. 

Frank Ulrich ran away from home when de 
Was a boy and enlisted as asoldier. At the 
close of the war he had grown to manhood, 
and like many another battiefield here he 
foand himseif without an occupation and un- 
taughtin any trade, Instead of returning 
home, he re-enlisted, and for several years 
was stationed on the frontier. Finally he 
Grifted to st. Louis, where he got employ- 
ment as a coachman. Life in a city grew 
monotonous. Ile longed for the freedom of 
the far Western plains and mountains. He 
had made up his mind to return to the West 
when the hand of misfortune laia hold of him 


and dia not relex its clutch until he was laid 
ina pauper«@rave. This was Mrs. Kaatz’ 
brother. 
A pitiful story is toid In the closely written 
ges ofthe diary. When Ulrich decided to 
eave t. Louls aud go to Colorado he bought 
a revolver, knowing he would have need to 
defend himself when got into the rough 
mining camp*. Taking the revolver to his 
Doarding-house he went into the back yard 
with a companion and fired of the revolver 
to see tit was any good. A policeman ar- 
rested him for violating a city ordinance. 
He was fined, and with noopportunity to ob- 
tain means to satisfy the penalty he was 
burried to the work-house. The account 
Iven in his Giary of the brutal treatment 
© received in the work-house is al- 
mostincredibie. His duty was to take Care 
ofthe mules. Une of the unruly Drutes one 
day kicked him in the breast, knocking him 
unconscious. Lruised and seriously injured, 
he was dented medical attention and, be- 
cause he was too Weak aud ill to perform the 
heavy work required of him, he was kicked 
Dy brutal guards. His suffering, as told in 
his own words, evidently written soon after 
he waé discharged from the Work-house, is 
as follows: i 
HIS ARREST. 


On May 4, 1889, I bougtt a revolver, for 1 
was about to start for Colorado and bDellevea 
I should have need of a weapon to protect 
myself inthe rough mining camps. Taking 
it home to my boarding-house, I asked 
George Shroder, my roommate, to go with 
me into the backyard and test the revolver. 
The yard was a narrow § incilosure, sur- 
rounded by a high owrick Wall. I carefully 

laced an old door against the wall aud fired 

hree shots into it. I then put the 
revolver into my pocket, intending to 
gO upstalirs and ut it away. I 
walked around the building and there stood 
anotficer. He Was asting my lendiord who 
Aa the shooting. I quickly stepped up, teld 
ulm 1 dia it and expiained why. I was ar- 
rested, taken to the Four Courts, fnea $25, 
and the same day sent to the Work-house, 
no opportunity being given me to commun 
cate with friends or to send for money to pay 
my une. 

VICTIM OF MANY ASSAULTS. 

In justification of the purchase ofa re- 
volver, Uirich enterea in his diarya brief 
account of assaults made upon him by foot- 
pads and others, as follows: 


**In 1886 I was knocked down by ruans at 
the corner of seventeenthand Pine streets, 
in t. Louls, and robbed of $40. Iwas badly 
beaten and for seven days Iwas confined iu 
the ty Hospital. in 187 I was walking one 
might on seventh street. Near the Union 
Market, While pulling out my handkerehief 
1 dropped some small chauge and it rolled 
into the gutter. It being a bright, moon- 
gat night 1 stopped to hunt for it. 
While doing this a dig brute of a 
police officer came up and demanded to 

Before I had time 
he struck me on my left arm with 
his club and then struck me on the left leg, 
laming me sol could scarcely walk, Kitber 
py accident or otherwise, be ran the of 
his billy into my eye, nearly gouging the eye 
from its socket. lcriedout with pati and 
said, ‘O God! don’t kill me; I am pot the 
man you take me for.“ Forreply he struck 
me egain and dragged me to the Biddie 
Street Station, where I was locked up. The 
next mornhin«w Police Judge White set me 
free, ihe officer's name Was Laurie. 


HELD UP BY HIGHWAYMEN. 
‘On another occasion three footpads 
. pounced upon me between sixth and Seventh 
streets on Walnut and snatched my gold 
watch and chain and my anger ring. In the 


same year, on Olive street between Tenth 
+ Eleventh streets, three men, claiming to 
officers, stoppe 
me tostand still and be searched. I was 
werless to resist and they took away three 
liver dollars, my diamond shirt stad and 
my honorable army discharge and other 
— of no value, except to myself. The 
efi me with @ warning tuat they would sen 
me up for six months if I squeaied.’’ 

Then follows a Getaliled account of his ex- 
perience in the Work-house.

KICKED BY A MULE.

SUBJECTED TO BRUTALITY. 

“IT appealed in vain for medical ald and, 
though I could scarcely move, so severe was 
my injury, I was eompelied to keep at Work 
in the stable. I wes also compelled by the 
boss mule driver, John Baumgartser, 


d me one night and ordered. 
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to get up and carry the hose on my shoulder. 
When I told him I was sick and unable to do 
as he asked, he grabbed me and threw me 
down. Then he choked me with both hands 
until my tongue ran out. 

„May owe had to unload eighty dags of 
oats, weighing about 200 pounds each. Baum- 
a againabused me 4? and tried 

o compel me to carry the heavy bags. I told 
bim I was too ii and could not lift the bags, 
even ifnhe weretoKilime. He took me to a 
cell and locked me up. June 2, the day being 
sunday, he ordered me to clean harness and 
again assaulted me, striking me with both 
fists On the place where l was kicked, open- 
ing afresu my wounds. 

XO REDRESS. 
‘‘I wenttotheofice and begged Foreman 
Geller and Cierk Stansberry to take me out 
of the stable and to give me some other kind 
ofwork, but they ordered me to return. 


The next day Baumgartner again struck me 
on my sore side and said in the presence of 
five or six others that I had mardered a man 
in Chicago and burnt barns. 

„June 17, the day being rainy, all the 

risoners were ordered into a narrow 

allway. There were over 200 of us. All 
were ordered to sit down on the stone floor 
with their backs to the wall. I was suffer- 
ing such pain from the wound in my breast 
that I could not get down on the floor. Fore- 
man Geller few at me likea tiger and struck 
me twice witha club, Icould not raise my 
arm for ten days and carmed the marks of 
the blows for a month. 

HE SUED rar CITY. 

The diary also contained memoranda of 
asuit Ulrich began against the city to re- 
cover damages forthe injuries he sustained 
in the Work-house, and names Charles F. 
Johnson as bis attorney. It was this that 


caused Mrs, Kaats to call on Gov. Johnson in 
hopes of learning more about her brother. 
Gov. Johnson remembered him very well. 

„Poor Uirich was injured for life by the 
mule ana by the brutal treatment he after- 
ward received at the hands of the Work- 
house guards, His lungs became diseased 
and his spine was injured. Through sic«- 
ness and from the suffering he endured in 
the Work- house he became temporarily de- 
ranged and for three weeks was confined in 
the City Insane Asylum. One day he came 
to me and told me of his troubies. I investi- 
gated and found that he had told the truth 
and though he was without money! under- 
took, through sympathy for his unfortunate 
condition, to recover damages for him 
through the courts. Action was begun in 
the Circuit Court and was carried to the Su- 
preme Court. Chief Justice sherwood 
banded down an opinion in 1892 deciding that 
the city as a corporation was not liable. The 
opinion was concarred in by all the denen 
except Justice Black, now Chief Justice,who 
held that Ulrich was entitled to compensa- 
tion. He got none, however, and | soon lost 
sight of him, His cese is one of the greatest 
outrages that has ever come to my atten- 
tion.

SNAKE HAUNTED. 


Fear From Childhood of Death by a Ser- 
pent’s Fang. 


HOW HORRIBLY THE FEAR WAS REAL- 
IZED AFTER A PROPHECY. 


John Driscoll Saw His Mother Bitten by «a 
Rattler While Defending Him in Ia 
fancy From the Snake—Certain He 
Would Die That Way. He Predicted 
the End and It Came. 


Special Corfespondence SUNDAY Post-+- DISPATOR. 
New York, Oct. 4.—Col. John M. Driscoll, 
who came to New York in 1872 from Iowa City 
and died in this city in 1880, had a singular 
experience with rattlesnakes. He told me 
that when he was an infant and his mother 
was living at Cornwall-on-the-Hudson that 
experience began, 

He was lying in a cradle at the age of 2 
yearsone summer afternoon wide awake. 
His mother was sitting at the low open win- 
dow sewing, and had her foot on the rocker 
of the cradle, when there appeared upon the 
sillof the window—which was one of that 
broad, old-fashioned kind that you see still 
in the stone houses that were bullt 100 years 
ago—the head of a large, djamond-back rat- 
tlesnake that had come down from tbe 


mountains. 

The impression made upon the child by the 
scene which followed was not only indelible, 
but appears to have grown deeper as he 
grew up. He saw his mother spring to the 
sash aud try to put it down Defore the rep- 
tile could get into the room. 

There was an instant's quick action—the 
sound of the sash coming down on something 
that deadened the sound, then a plercing 
scream from the mother, who was holding 
the sash dcwn upon the squirming spake 
that was two-thirds into the room. 

The cries of the mother and child brought 
assistance and the snake was Killed, but the 
mother had been bitten on her Dare arm aad 
died twenty-four hours afterward, ia spite 
of all the efforts made to save her. 

This episode in the Dabyhoed of John Dris- 
coll, according to his own statement, in- 
fluenced his whole life. There never lived a 
braver, stancher man in all the ordinary 
vicissitudes and perils of life. He went 
through the Tennessee campalss, and after 
the war engaged in several hazardous but 
honorable undertakings in the new country 
ofthe West. But during the whole time the 
mere sight of a rattlesnake unnerved him 
completely. 

Ne told te that once when with Buell’s 
command when it was marching to the 
rescae of the forces of Pittsburg Landing he 
heard the rattle of asnake one night while 
bunking one night in the Quartermaster’s 
tent, and went off in a dead faint, Ie a 
woman. 

No amount of reason or resolution could 
overcome this instinctive-dread, and after 
the war, when living ia the vicinity of Pilot 
Knob, Mo., he endeavored to habituate him- 
self to the reptile, Dut had to give up the at- 
tempt as useless. 

In 1876 Driscoll was im the real estate bus! 
ness in New York® pe and was a successful 
man. He had a wife and three beautiful 
children and was understood by his many 
friends to be prosperous and happy. 

One day I said to him: Well, Jotun, I 
suppose you have outlived that snake weak- 
ness that used to bother you?’’ 

Ishallnever forget his reply, there was 
such au uncanny and stperstitious serious. 
ness aboutit. He laid his hand on my arm 
and with a half reflective air said: 

No, I shail never outlive it. I am really 
haunted by à rattlesnake. I Know how ab- 
surd that sounds, but let me tell you that 
men get to know some thin which they 
never can explain or convince anybody else 
of. Now don’t laugh when I tell you that 
there is a rattlesnake somewhere, crawling, 
I don’t know Where, bat he is heading to- 
wards me. I have got to die of °°

Memorial Chapel, Adjoining Christ Church Cathe ir al. 
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visited the spot, regarding the phenomenon 
as one of the most curious in nature. 
These strange imprints found at St. Louis 


were in the peculiar grayish-blue rock so 


common inthe calcareous strata of the Mis- 
sipp! Valley. 

Some time previous to the year 1823 Henry 
Kappe, the founder,or at least the then head 
ofa religious sect which bad adopted the 
name of Harmonttes, whose ecclesiasti- 
cal residence was at Harmony, Ind., had the 
slab containing the alleged human foot- 
prints quarried and removed to his home. 
There it was placed on a pedestal, inclosed 
ina glass case, in his own dooryard for the 
veneration of his followers, to whom he de- 
clared the foot-prints to de those of Jesus 
Christ when on earth. 

The slab, when taken from the 
ledge, measured 8 feet long, 8 inches 
thick (the natural depth of the stratum), and 
8feet6 inches wide. It contained besides 
the imprint of feet thousands of fossil en- 
crinites. ‘**‘The prints, says Schoolcraft, 
who saw them at flarmony, ‘‘are strikingly 


natural, exhibiting every muscular impres- 
sion and swell of the heel and toes witha 
recision and faithfulness to nature which 
have not en able to copy. 
The distance between the ivels is 
64 inches; between the toes 18. 
Tue length of the foot 18 10'2 inches and the 
width across the spread of the toes 4 laches, 
which diminishes to 249 at the heel. Every 
appearance Will Warrant the conclusion that 
the impressions were made when the rock 
was soft enough to receive them by pressure 
and thatthe marks of feet are natural and 
genuine. Such was the opinion of Gen. Cass 
and myself formed on the spot, and there Is 
nothing I have subsequently seen to alter 
this view.

The writer has 
traveled extensively, if one may judge by 
his familiarity with the subject, and bas 
made a study of Ghetto life. Of the effect of 
enforced seclusion of the Jews during the 
Ghetto period, he sald: Pen up a mass of 
people for centuries in narrow, unhealthy 
streets and nolsome quarters, and what re- 
sults may be expected? Owingto the un- 
healthiness of the Jew’s environment he 
could not develop physically and thus be- 
came stunted im body. Owing to his en- 
forced occupations, small peddlings and 
money transactions, he gradually, in 
his relations to the outer world, 
became a fearful, terrifed, stricken 
creature and these things naturally 
reacted onthe mind. The book is weil writ- 
ten and contains much information that will 
doubtless be new to many readers. It Is 
from the press of the Jewish Publication 
Society of America.

Senator Thomas H. Benton of Missouri 
saw the St. Louls imprints while in position 
in the quarry, a hundred times before they 
were removed to Harmony. He said they 
were ‘‘a common object of observation,’’ 
having been noticed when the country was 
first settled, and that tradition could tell 
nothing, which might be considered rejia- 
ble, concerning them. He very correctly ob- 
jected to their belug natural on the grounds, 
Urst, the hardness of the rock; sec- 
ond, absence of tracks leading to and 
from them; third, dimiculty of suppo- 
sing a change so instantaneous as must have 
taken place in the formation of the rock. 
He, however, speaks of the exqulsiteness of 
the workmanship and the difficulty of carv- 
ing suen hard material without the use of 
iron. Schoolcraft, in considering these oh- 
jections of Senator Benton, says: Their 
strikingly natural appearance has always 
seemed to me to be one of the best evidences 
of their being genuine, for I cannot suppose 
that there is any artist now in America 
possessed of the skill necessary to procuce 
such perfect and masterly pieces of sculp- 
ture. 

A personal letter to the writer of this 
article froma very old gentleman a short 
time ago (since dead), a resident of St. Louls 
from childhood, in relation to other alleged 
fossii human foot-prints discovered in the 
vicinity of the then small town ot hie boy- 
hood: Ihave seen foot-prints in the lime- 
stone rock here inthe early days of the 

lace. Sixty-five years ago, on old Mr. 

hilbert’s lot, near Locust and Front streets, 
where the large Levee stores now stand, 
was za most excellent limestone quarry, 
then unworked,. Haman foot-prints were to 
be seen on the lowest exposed stratum; 
there were three of them abouttwo yards 
apart. They were all made by the right hu- 
man foot; each with six toes. The impres- 
sions were usually filleu with sand, and 
ing on the tow- path, were seldom seen by 
those going over it. 

Connected with so of these footprints, 
whose existence was Known to the Indians 
at the time of their discovery by the whites, 
there are strange legends telling how they 
were formed. I will, however, present only 
one here, that relating to the footprints on 
the slab found at st. Louis.

One of the Weather Bureau corps explained 
humidity thus: Tue amount of humiaity ir 
the alr is in ratio to the amount when the at- 
mosphere is thoroughly saturated, which ts 
100 per cent. Owing to the expansion 01 
warm air, the atmosphere has a greater 
capachy for mulstureona warm than one 
cold day—that is, the atmosphere can 
take Up more moisture on a warm than on 
a cold day. For instance, the ratio ot 
humidity to-dayis about 20 percent. If the 
temperature should increase and the evapo- 
ration remain stationary, the ratioof hum- 
idity would decrease, becauss of the greater 
capacity of warm air to hold moisture. The 
moisture would not be any less, but it would 
be diffused over a greater area. 

The amount of humidity in the air up to 
the polnt of complete saturation does not 
necessarily producerain. it is this excess 
of flumidity without rain which produces 
the intense discomfort tohumanity. Sixty- 
two per cent of humidity is about the nor- 
mal average, but More than that begins to 
breed discomfort and discontent, 

At times lately tue humidity has been 
down to 20 per cent in St. Louis, but it bas 
been as highas 90 per cent and then people 
sweltered. Humidity is highest onthe sea: 
coast, on account of the proximity of the 
great mass of water, from which the air ab 
e6orbds moisture.

BLEW GREAT GUNS. 


The Steamer Columbia’s Veyage in an 
Atlastie Gale. 


Columbia of the German Line passed out of 
Southampton on Sept. 28 bound for this port 
she founda gale rollingupa sea that raced 
almost to the height of the bridges. Pass- 


ing down the channel it increased, and when 
she left the last headland asterna half hur- 
ricane was blowing. The wind held from 
the south until Sept. 30, when at 2 p. 
m. it shifted around the compass 
and settled down to a dlow from 
the southeast. 'n hour later it was 
blowing a gale, and a hurricane wave half as 
hien as the mast roared Gown on her. It 
struck her abaft the starboard bow. Twenty 
feet of the rail was torn from the fastenings 
and swept inward,and the wreck was dashed 
avainst the deck house. The ladder anda 
lifeboat went with the wreck, and when the 
wave passed over the side the deck was lit. 
tered witha hopeless tangle of wreckage. 
Before clearing this away the seamen on 
deck, Wko uad fled for safety at the onset of 
the sea, began to count noses. G. A. Olsen, 
a German seaman, was missing. No one 
saw him go, and no one knew he 
was gone until long after the time 
when 1 would dave saved him. But the 
crew had little time to think of that, when 
every sea was Danging the steamer and leay- 
ingamark. They turned to and did all they 
could to keep others from going after him. 
Ol bags were hung Oveg the bow and the 
ship kept head oa to waves. All passengers 
were kept below. On Tuesday and Wednes- 
day the gale Came on with renewed vigor 
and the oll bags were put out again. 
One woman, 3 steerage passenger, cam: 
on deck just as a big sea broke on board. She 
was taken from her feet and was on the 
oint of being carried overboard when the 
ourth officer grabbed her.

A famous French author once said; pat 
me ina strange land and, without any other 
means of identification, Lean tell you what 
countrylaminas soon as Ihave tasted its 
food,"

dietary element of each country mais 
tains its individuality as palpably and 


persistent) as the costumes and cus- 
toms of the people. The English peopie 
are the most sensible eaters. They nur- 
ture the appetite often, Dut always with 
wholesale vlands, and their robust constita- 
tions and haruy physiques are due tothe 
roast beef and stout that is their daily food.

Ihe national dish Is puchero, 
which is composed of boiled meat, wings of 
afowl, slices of ham, sausages, lard and 
vegetables, the entire mixture col em- 
bedued in a layer of rich, full fa voced beans 
called garbanzos. Puchero is always ac- 
companied by Vai de Penas wine. 

In italy, maccaron!, or big, creamy chest- 
nuts, * the fouudation of most dishes— 
cakes, Dreads and mushy puddings being 
made fromthe latter. All Meats are coaxed 
in olive ol and dressed with native heros. 
Olives and «se are eaten ia every form, and 
an alimentary patchwork that is somewhere 
between a mush, ahashnand a salamagundt 
and which is called polenta, is the staple 
dish of the people.

confections of a French chef's skill, 

In Austria one gets the finest bread, coffee 
and pastries inthe worid, Dut a journey 
northward is necessary in order to taste the 
far-famed sixer of Sweden. The Swedes 
drink hot punches and eat steaming stews 
all winter and dream away the summer days 
under the influence of cooling drinks and the 
sixer, which no country bas yet been abie 
to serve as they do. Asixer consistsof a 
repast of eight or nine dishes, which present 
a prismatic appearance and make a nutri.

CLAIM INJUSTICE.

A Wabash Engineer Says the Company 
Has Treated Them Unfairly. 


The following communication has been re- 
ceived from one ofthe ex-engineersof the 
Wabash, who complains that the company 
has not treated them fairly since the strike 
ofthe A. R. U.: 

; MOBERLY, Mo., Oct. 1, 18%, 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


Knowing that you are ever ready to make 
Known a wrong, even if you cannot right it, 
l have written this statement, which if pub- 
lished in your widely read paper may posst- 
biy remove erroneous ideas held by many in 
regard to the part taken by the Wabash 
engineers in the late A. R. U. strike aad the 
subsequent severe and unjust punishment 
inflicted upon them by the rallroad company. 
This article refers entirely to the grievance 
of the engineers employed upon the west side 
of the Mississippi River. I know but little cf 
what occurred on the east side of the 
river or of the causes that led 
to their trouble. But being one 
the sufferers myself on this side and in 
Moberly during the whole time covered by 
the strike, and most of the time since, I 
know whereo! I speak. 

In the first place our engineers did not 
strike, and only three refused to go out when 
called, the night after the strike was de- 
clared ou. A meeting had been held by the 
engineers at 2 0’clock p. m., July 1, to take 
into consideration the approaching trouble. 
Some of the men were in favor of going out, 


valled, and the meeting decided that the 
engineers would do the work that had 
always been required ofthem. Ifthe matter 
had rested here all would have been well, so 
far the engineers were con- 
However, other agencies were 
k, and on the following 
morning aacther meeting was called in 
which the striking element predominated. 
This meetine succeeded in passing resolu- 
tions declaring the engineers would not go 
out on their engines with oer than a union 
man to fire for them; durifg the following 
twenty-four hours, three engineers only re- 
fused to take their engines out In accordance 
with the resolution. On the morning of the 
second day of the strike, July 4, a third meet- 
ing of engineers was called, composed large- 
ly of the older and more conservative men in 
the ranks. Ihe action ofthe previous meet- 
ing was reconsidered and recalled, and a 
committee sent to notify the officers that the 
engineers would go out on their engines 
when called regardless of who might be put 
on the engines to fire them, provided protec- 
tion would be or from the mob. of 
strikers congregated about the depot. The 
engineers requested thatthe three who de- 
clined to go out the day before be permitted 
to return to work. Supt. McGuigan was in 
Kansas City, but his aesistant, Mr. Fitz- 
hugh, received the committee, assuring the 
men theiraction was satisfactory, and the 
men referred to should be putto work. Two 
ofthem were, but they re at. work 
only a few days, and were then discuarged.

Many of these men have been loyal tothe 
company for years and remained loyal 
through all of tne A. k. U. trouble, were 
ready and willing to go at any time 
wad they been called, used their best en- 
deavors to avert the trouble, and did pre- 
vent much trouble, expense and loss of 
property to the company by not encouraging 
the strikers with their support. Several have 
lost their places who were away on leave of 
absence, who were not even in the State for 
two weeks previous to the trouble, and upon 
returning, after everything was quiet, found 
they had po job. 80 it is that out of about 
ninety engineers only fifteen or sixteen of 
the old men have been-retained, and of this 
humber, strange to say, several are well 
known to have been strongly in sympatny 
with the A. K. U. movement. 

But our trouble did not end here. Every 
man who went elsewhere to seek 
8 was refused. Many of 
us ad places promised, but 
when the fact that we were from the Wabash 
became known ‘we were told there was 
nothing for us, Many of our number have 
traveled all over the West:, North and South 
with the same result. Men from Moberly 
have been biack-listed on every hand, the 
innocent as well astne guilty, regardless of 
severe laws agalnst it. A few of our number 
are trying their fortune in other lines of 
business. One has put bis savings in an 
artificial ice plant, two have embarked in 
the retail grocery business, one has become 
proprietor of the Arlington Hotel ana one is 
inthe livery business. With these excep- 
tions not one of our number has any kina of 
work in sight—a dreary prospect with a 
cold winter just before us. 

This explanation has been called forth

by the high officials of the Wabasn Kaliroad 
Co. is doubly so, partaking more of the 
age of barbarism than of the Christian spirit 
expected of the civilization of the nineteenth 
century.

GOOD GROUND FOR ACTION. 

The simple fact that St. Louis is threatened 
with an irreparatie injury is sufficient 
ground on which to base an action against 
the completion of the Chicago Drainage 


Canal and converting it to the purpose for 
which it is intended. Gould on Waters“ 
says: An irreparable injury is an injury of 
such a mature that damages will not bean 
adequate compensation. * The peil 
lution of a stream is of this class. T®e 
same authority says that nere an ir- 
reparable injury is threatened it is not neces- 
sary to walt until some injury has been 
done. 

Nobert Moore, who was consulting en- 
gineer in the work of constructiug the Eads 
Bridge, says that, despite all assertions to 
the contrary, he Is cenvinced that so long as 
St. Louls draws its water suppiy from the 
Mississippi River it is bound to take in a 
part of the filth that is discharged from the 
Illinois. 

**l cannot agree, said Mr. Moore, with 

the theory that the Missouri. which empties 
intothe Mississippi a few miles above our 
new waterworks, will not De contaminated 
by the se Ware trom the lilinois 
before the flow has reached the 
intake of our waterworks. Nor 
do lagree that the greater part of our water 
supply will be drawn from tke stream that 
fows from the Missouri. Oa the contrary, it 
is evident to all who have made a study of 
river currents that there are times when our 
water supply comes almost entirely from the 
Mississippi. Every St. Loulsan must have 
noticed that attimes the water taken from 
the hydrants is quite clear and at others very 
muddy. Ihe clear water comes from the 
Mississippi, from which tbe supply comes 
almost entirely when it happens, as it 
is at the present time, that the 
Mississippi is higher than the Missouri. I 
am further convinced that no matter what 
the stage of either river may ve there is 
pound to be a commingling of waters of the 
Missouriand the Mississippi in the vicinity 
of our waterworks and that if the waters of 
the lilinols are polluted our water sapply is 
certain to be contaminated by them. Tuat 
the Iiliaols River is a poliuted stream 
to-day from the seyvvage that is 
pamped out of the Chicago River 
at Bridgeport is shown by the fact that 
Peoria has been compelled to abandon the 
Illinois River for domestic purposes and go 
elsewhere for a water supply. 
Mr. Moore believes that the only remedy 
for st. Loulsis by puDlic filtration and he Is 
an enthusiastic advocate of this process of 
purifying the water supply. In fact, filtra- 
tion is wuat nearly ali st. Loulsans are clam- 
oring for, including Mayor,Walbridge, Water 
Commissioner Holman and Health Commis 
sioner Homan. Fiitration may be an abso- 
lute necessity, but even if St. Louis skouid 
spend several million dollars ina filtering 
plant there is no reason why the city officials 
should go to sleep and allow Chicago to 
break through a natural divide into a for- 
eign water shed and deposit 1,500 tons of 
organic nith in the door-yard of st. Louls ey- 
ery twenty-four hours. 


A MUMMY IN HREW YORK. 


One Placed for Menthsin the Morgue by 
Undertaker Brown. 


New York, Oct. 6.—Mummies are common 
in Egypt, but not in New York. Yet one 
could be seen in the Morgue from August 12, 
1878, to July 6, 1880, sitting in one of the 
rooms, placed there on exhibition by Under- 
taker Brown, who had been paid by the rela- 
tives ofthe man. The body was that of Otto 
Berger, a German, who came here in 1876. 


He was eecentric,and when he died penniless 
in the Clty Insane Asylum, there was no one 
to prevent the disposition of his body made 
by the undertaker. His father was the nead 
servant for the Grand Duke of Baden Haden. 
The son was wild, and some dificuity with 
a woman compelied himto leave Germany. 
He continued correspondence witn his 

arents and often seni them money. Final- 
fy they wearied of his repeated demands and 
his father wrote that he could do no more 
for him and he would havetoshift for him- 
self. He then resortedto various expe- 
dients to get money. Afriesad inserted a 
death noticein a newspaper and sent it to 
the father requesting money for tuneral 
expenses. The lather was deeply affected by 
the news and promptiy sent the sum 
asked. The poor old man’s money furnished 
the means for another spree for Otto, who 
had made the acquaintance of Carl Schmidt, 
and took up his quarters with him. They be- 
came fast friends. He did not give up drink- 
ing, and fnaliy bDeeame insane. He was 
placed in an insane asylum and died two 
months later on Aug. II, 1878. Schmidt de- 
termine d to bury him, so he engagea the un- 
dertaker, Who embaimed the bouy and wrote 
to Berger’s father, asking what disposition 
should be made ofthe body. Great was his 
surprise when he received a ietter to the 
effect thatthe father had already paid the 
funeral expenses, and if he had been 
grieved he was indifferent as to what became 
ofthe body. The undertaker then received 
permission from Register Nagle to put the 
body in the MorgWé as an object of interest. 
Ihe body remained in the Morgue for two 
years, and there Brown and schmidt took 
curious friends and those who Knew 
Berger in life. The body was dressed as in 
life. Brown never wrote Ber; 
the disposition he was makin; 
Finally it was ordered from 
bur in Potter’s Field. Whe 
Brown last nigut he said he had grave doubts 
that the body was buried. He thought it had 
gone to some museum. | 
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MORE GUARDS. 


They Are Needed to Protect Life at 
Railroad Crossings. 


Commissioner Murphy Says the Ordi- 
nance Should Be More Comprehensive. 


THE BLAME Is WITH THE MUNICIPAL 
ASSEMBLY, NOT THE RAILROADS, 


There Are Guards at the Crossings of Im- 
preved Streets Bat That Is Not Exneugh 
—Unless Every Crossing Is Pretected 
the Slaughter Wil Ge On, 


The recent destruction of a St. Louis & Sub- 
urban street car by a Wabash freight train 
at the Union avenfie crossing, by which six 
persons narrowly escaped instant death, is 
another glaring illustration of the constant 
danger which should compel all railroads by 
lawto provide a watchman at every street 
crossing in the city through which their 
roads run. 

About two years ago such a movement was 
strongly advocated by the Post- Disr TOA, 
and the result was that Mr. Arnstein intro- 
Guced a bill to that effect into the City Coun- 
cil. Action on the bill was deferred for 
some time and in the meanwhile the railroad 
com panies opposed it vigorously. They con- 
temged that the passing of a bill which re- 
quired them to place watchmen at all street 
crossings through which thele roads 
passed would outrageous. They 
c'almed that there were numer- 
ous Streets in the city crossed by 
railroads, which, dy reason of the small 
amount of travel thereon, made the pro- 
vision of regular watchmen at these points 
entirely unnecessary and they did not think 
it just that they should be called upon to in- 
cur what they claimed would be a great as 
wellasauseless expense. The railroad of- 
Octals argued that if any such ordinance was 
necessary they should only be compelled to 
provide watchmen at such street crossings as 


were deemed dangerous by sume one who 
was competent to judge. 


THE BILL PASSED. 

After considerable controversy on, both 
sides, the bull was amended, much he 
disgust of Mr. Arnstein, and on April 7, 1893, 
an ordinance was passed requiring all 


steam railroads to erect at such 
improved cross or intersecting streets 
as should be designated by the 
Street Commissioner, guard gates, such 
gates, unless worked automatically, to be in 
charge ofa man, whose duty it should be 
to close the gates immediately before the 
passing of atrain and open the same im- 
mediately afterwards. According to the 
ordinance passed the railroads were required 
to erect such gates within thirty days atter 
being s0 notified by the Street Commissioner. 
Fallure tocomply withethis ordinance con- 
stitutes a misdemeanor. The police were 
specially instructed to see that the ordin- 
ance was enforced and to promptly report 
any violation of ft. 


WHAT STREET COMMISSIONER MURPHY SAYS. 

When asked what action he had taken in 
regard to having the ordinance enforced, 
Street Commissioner Murphy spoke as fol- 
lows: **‘You see, according to the ordinance 


the rallroads are only obliged to erect gates 
at crossings of such streets as have been im- 
proved or opened by ordinance. At the time 
the ordinance was passed Il went over the en- 
tire city and found tzat the Frisco road did 
not cross a single street at which, 
according to the ordinance, a gate 
was required to be ‘erected. On the 
WabDash road running north and west from 
Biddle street there are only two streets, 
North Broadway and Mullanphy street, 
which come under the provisions of this 
ordinance. Onthe Missouri Pacific and Iron 
Mountain systems I found only four streets 
where gates were required to be erected. 

Shortly after the ordinance was passed I 
conferred with the officials of all the differ- 
ent railroads running chrough the city and 
all ciaimed to be perfectly willing to comply 
with all the requirements ot the ordinance, 
and they at once erected gates at ali 
the streets crossed by their roads whick came 
under the provisions of the ordinance and 
were designated by me. In addition to com- 
plying with the requirements of the ordi- 
nance several ofthe roads agreed to erect 
gates atany streets crossed dy their lines, 
whether it came under the provisions of the 
ordinance or not, providing that I consid- 
ered that particular crossing particulurly 
dangerous. lLexamined the different cross- 
ings throughout the city and found a num- 
ber which, to my mind,were a menace to the 
safety of the public, and upon notifying the 
omiciais of these roads gates were 
promptly erected. There is not 
single crossing liu the clty 
comes under the provisions of 
ordinance that if not protected by gates, 
and, as I said before, a numberof other 
crossing at which the rallroad W eed 
erected agtes of their own accord. When- 
ever I find thatthe changed conditions ofa 
locality demand a gate i at once notify the 
railroad company whose tracks cross at that 
point and the result always is that a gate is 
promptly erected. 

‘*]am strongly of the opinion that every 
street in the city crossed by a raliread,which 
has been legally opened, whether improved 
or opened by ordinance or not, should be 

rotected by gates, Dut the only way 
7 see that such a result can 
he brought aboatis to have the ordinance 
amended to that effect. The fauit is with the 
ordinance, not with the railroad companies. 
From talks that il have had with rallroad of- 
ficials in regard tothe matter, I am con- 
dent that they would cheerfully agree to such 
an amendment if it eould be brought about.

| BOOGHER’S SUIT. 


He Wants $50,000 From the Rainwatere 
Bradford Hat Co. 


Stmon L. Boogher wants to collect $50,000 
damages from the members of the Rain- 
water-Bradford Hat Co. onthe ground that 
false representations were made to him to 
Induce him to buy stock in the company 
when the company was Known to be insol- 
vent, He has filed a suit in the Circuit Court 
against Charles C. Rainwater, Alfred Brad- 
ford, John B. Morris and Louis J. Silva, who 
were, on Aprill, 1893, oMcers and directors 
inthe hat company, which failed a short 


time later, and on Oct. 26, 1893, made a gen- 
eral assignment to Christopher P. Klierbe. 
In his petition Mr. Boogher says that at the 
time mentioned the company Rad a capital 
r of $1,000 each, 
‘ne business o s company, he gays, be 
to fall off on account of aoe 
gence and mismanagement 
officers, until its credit was greatiy 
damaged and its available cash very short. 
It was under these circumstances that the 
directors helda meeting and p a reso- 
lution to the effect that each stockholder 
subscribe to a general fund a pro rata 
share of his hboildings 
a total of $100,000. time 
O. O. inwater owned and controlled 100 
shares, of which ten were in the name of 
Louls J. Silva, Alfred Bradford owned ninety 
shares and Joha B. Morris sixty. Of these 
Rainwater put in forty shares, HKradford 
thirty-six and Morris twenty-four shares. 
These suares Were saidto be worth their 
par value of $1,000 each and when 
Boogher s nuuced to purchase 
he was told t © affairs ofthe eompan 
were in good condition and that the st 
was worth 100centsonthe dollar. II 
in Ms petition that ne subscribed 
fifty shares of the mathe Paring $85,000 cash 
for thirty-five shares a Ving notes forthe 
remaining fifteen.

lated discovery that therefinisg business 
willbe paralyzed under the new tariff does 
not explain the thirty point decline, 
but the theory is advanced in 
connection withit. The troubles of Chicago 
Gas up to this time have been dual, namely 
in the shape of threatened opposition and in 
that of the chronic attacks on it by the IIli- 
nols authorities. Strangely enough, though 
it has neither until after the stock has had 
an upward movement. Having survived 
such troubles all these years, it is likely the 
company will continue in business, and it is 
altogether probable that with such eontin- 
gencies before it the stock will remaina 
favorite with those people who prefer the 
excitement of gambling to more sober spec- 
ulative ventures. 

The general serenity of the outlook has 
been unchanged during the week, and the 
only noteworthy events have been the pub- 
lication of railway earnings. The securities 
of the Southern roads have shown more re- 
sistance to the declining tenency than 
the others, although Louisville has 
been depressed through the unfavorable 
reception of its annual statement. The 
company was largely dependent on 
the iron business in the Birming- 
ham district for its prosperity, and taking 
into account the long Gepression there, the 
showing is rather creditable. The Atchison 
is making deplorable returns, though it 
should be remembered that they compare 
with a period when the vicious rebate system 
was still in foree, and the company’s real in- 
come is notin fact so greatly reduced. The 
money market shows further signs of weak- 
ress, and rates for time loans bave fallen to 
the level of sixty days ago, of which bankers 
hoped they had seen the last. Call 
loans on the exchange are still 
quoted at 1 per cent, though during 
the week they have been reported 
at 4s per cent, and itis now idle to say that 
suciu quotations are made for effect, Neither 
the shipments of currency nor the require- 
ments from other sources servs to pull down 
the enormous holdings of the New York 
banks. Theaverageline of depositsof the 
banks may be stated at $450,000,000. During 
the panic of last year the deposits shrunk to 
$370,000,000, That was the low point, and 
from then they increased until in July, this 
year, they stood at 3590, 000, 000. During 
the same time loans and cash holdings in- 
creased in about equal proportions to 3200. 
000,000. The balances of the large out-of- 
town banks are far atove the average. it 
seems to be the opinion that this plethora of 
money will continue ior at least six 
months. Large sums will de needed 
for the reorgabDization of bankrupt 
roads. and perhaps a new Government loan 
may be necessary at One time or another. 
The requirements fre u sources will al- 
most entirely fall on New York !enders, but 
the funds seem ample to provide the neces- 
sary sum without adisturDing the market. It 
would seem that nothing sbort of a general 
revivalin basiness can result in a higher 
level of interest. Good judges have moved 
their predictions of general improvement 
forward tothe spring. 

Upto this time it has been supposed that 
three interests in Northern Pacific were act- 
ing separately in opposition to the Reorgan- 
ization Committee, namely, the Committee 
of second Mortgage Bondholé¢ers, that of the 
third mortgage, and the Management as 
represented by the l’residen! and directors.

Without in any degree questioning the rigut 
of the Second Mortgage Committee to claim 
to represent that issue, and confessing the 
general ignorance of the amvduat of their in- 
terest in that mortgage, if appears that 
several of its members are among the largest 
holders of the preferred stock and in that 
way find cause to ?oin interest with the man- 
agement. tince, on the face of things, the 
condition of the road indicates that there 
is littl in common between the second 
mortgage and the preferred and 
common stock, the bondih<¢iders of that 
mortgage should inquire whether they are 
entrusting their securities toa committee of 
the second mortgaze bondholders or to a 
skirmishing wing of the stockholding inter- 
ests.

New York, Oct. 6.—Gen. James S. Negley, 
well Enownin vbusmess circles in this city, 
Was arrested yesterday on an order of su- 
preme Court Justice Lawrence. This was in 
an action brought by Albert H. King, Presi- 
dent of the King Locomotive Works, to re- 


cover $3,000 alleged to have been obtained 
from him by Gen. Negley by false representa- 
tions. 

Gen. Negley served during the civil war 
with distinction. President Lincoln made 
hima Major-General of Volunteers Nov. 29, 
I, and he was highly praised for galant 
conduct at Stone River, Chattanooga and 
Murfreesboro. He was born in East Liberty, 
Fa. and his son lives at Plainfield, N. J. He 
entered politics after the war and repre- 
sented the Pittsburg District in Congress 
from 1869 to 1875. When arrested he at once 
gave the required ball of $1,000in the Sreriff’s 
office. Mr. King says that in the fall 
of 1890 he had several interviews with 
Gen. Regler, witha view to disposing of 
$500,000 of bonas of the King Locomotive 
Works, secured by mortgage on the com- 
pany’s property. King says the General rer- 
resented himself to be the President of the 
Mexican Trust and Investment Co., and was 
4 therefore in a position to negotiate the sale 
of the bonds. In certain contingencies,Gen. 
Negley declared, his company might take 
the whole issue of bonds. King alieges in 
his affidavit, on which the order of arrest 
was granted, that Gen. Negley inspected the 
locomotive works and reported that he would 
advise lis company to undertake the plac- 
ing of the bonds. Later, King says, Gen. 
Negley told him thatthe Investment com- 
pany would negotiate the sale of the bonds 
in London and Paris. King asserts that Jan. 
12, 1891, Gen. Negiey told him he had . 
ceived a cable message from Paris to The 
effect that arrangements had been made 
there for floating the bonds and that the 
securities should be ferwarded to that city. 
A few days later Gen. Negley said, according 
to the a HMda vit, that he had 
received another cable dispatch stat 
ing that $50,000 would be paid down on 
receipt of the bonds in Paris. In the course 
ofanother week, King says, the General in- 
formed him that it had been finally arranged 
with the partiesin Paris that $50,000 of the 
bonds would be taken at 80 per cent of their 
par value, that $50,000 should be paid when 
the securities were deposited and the bal- 
ance Of $35,000 on the completion of the King
